The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the subject 
matter of the present invention is related to a system for reducing a bit error in a 
transmitted signal by determining optimal operational parameter and/or slicing point, 
with respect to claims 1, 7, 13 and the corresponding dependent claims, the claims are 
allowed, because Eliezer doesn't teach the steps that includes looking up in a table and 
processing phase value and peak for determining the optimal slicing point as recited in 
the claims. With regard to claim 18.. the step recited for selecting operational parameter 
by comparing signal parameter to operational parameter is not taught by prior arts of 
record. With regard to claims 24 and 32, the steps described for establishing and 
determining operational parameter and slicing point between a first and second station 
including all the limitation as described is not disclosed in the prior arts of record.
